Employment conditions in St. Louis, 
he said, were distinctly improved by 
an extensive program of street devel- 
opment made possible by a bond issue 
of $86,000,000 approved several years 
ago for city planning. Chicago and 
Knoxville, he added, have accomplish- 
ed civic wonders. 

“St. Louis had been confronted with 
a serious problem in the older district 
(along the water front and an immense 
ié¢ivie plaza establishing a two-level

“This city is just completing the 
widening of Henley street from 35 
feet to a 100-foot traffic boulevard at 
a cost of $1,800.000.”

“Henley Street is the leading retail 
street, which is the leading retail 
street of the town. This improvement 
is already saving one-half hour to 
tourists, moving from Chattanooga to

and when the Henley street bridge is

“The bridge in question, which igs 
now about completed, is approximate- 
ly 1,800 feet long, extending across 
the railroad yards. Numerous other 
street planning and extension work 
has been done and a comprehensive 
city plan of Knoxville was adopted in 
1930 through action of council and 
the legislature and much of the un- 
certainty of Knoxville’s future has 
been removed through the preparation 
of this plan.”

“If those who are blindly crying 
prohibition could see its practical side, 


its operation, and the tailure of its 
application, would hesitate and cata- 
log the number of husbands snatched 
from the firesides of their families, of 
the dependent widows or the orphaned 
children robbed of the loving protec- 
tion of a father and of an opportuni- 
ty in life because of the lowered eco- 
nomic standards of living such a con- 
dition enforces, they would revise their 
plaints. 

“Brothers and even sisters are 
wiped out in the merciless effort to 
enforce a law which we believe to be 
unenforceable because of the fact that 
a vast majority of the people of the 
nation do not want it.

Labor Groups To Be Repre- 
sented at Parleys in 


Washington. 


CLEVELAND, Oct. 31.—(>)— 
Representatives of 1.250,000 laborers 
will gather in Washington Monday 
to take some definite action to relieve 
unemployment in one of the nation’s 
major industries—the railroads. 

Out of the conference, D. B. Rob- 
ertson, chairman of the Railway La- 
bor Executives’ Association, expects 
formation of “a constructive, practi- 
eal program.” 

The conference will be attended by 
the executives of the 21 railway labor 
organizations who compose the execu- 
tives’ association, and B. M. Jewell, 
president of the railway employes’ de 
partment of the American Federation 
of Labor. 

It will be one of the most impor- 
tant sessions of railway labor organi- 
zations in years. Besides the prob- 
lem of carrying 350,000 idle workers 
through the winter, the labor heads 
will consider the shorter working 
day, the national pension plan for 
railroad employes, and regulation of 
bus, truck and inland waterway 
transportation. 

Recommendations of the conference 
will be presented to congress for ac- 
tion, Robertson said. 

Robertson declared that “all ef- 
forts to revive business in the rail- 
road industry and thereby provide em- 
ployment for the several hundred 
thousand jobless workers who are anx- 
ious for an onnortunity to earn a liy- 
ing. have failed. 

“Those respunsible for the success- 
ful operation of the industry have 
been unable to find a solution.

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~ Life of Thomas A. Edison

; Chapter XIV. 


Motion Pictures Made Possible. 


Scores of inventors had toyed with 
the idea of motion pictures before 
Thomas Edison took them up, but he 
was the first to make them work. 

Soon after he had moved his labo- 
ratories and factories to West Orange, 
N, J., from Menlo Park he started to 
work upon the development of a ma- 
chine t take a series of pictures at 
short intervals, a machine’ which, 
when run in reverse direction, would 
sive the impression of motion. 

Before him, most persons who had 
worked the idea used either a series 
of still cameras to take successive 
ietures or something in motion, as in 
Sdward Muybridge’s horse race pic- 
tures of 1878, or sought to record a 
series of impressions, each through a 
different lens, upon a_ single large 
photographic plate. 

Muybridge’s pictures taken in 1878, 
were the outgrowth of a bet made by 
Leland Stanford, famous Californian, 
that a trotting horse always had at 
least one foot on the ground. A se- 
ries of cameras were focused along a 
racetrack, with strings across’ the 


track connected with the shutters so | 


the horse, snapping the strings, took 
successive pictures of himself. Stan- 
ford won the wager. The pictures 
exhibited in quick snuecession, gave an 
excellent reproduction of the horse 
in motion, but since each camera, 
when its shutter snapped was directly 
in line with the horse, the perspective 
did not change. The effect was as if 
the spectator had been running beside 
the track at a speed equal to that o 
the horse. 
Impractical Idea. 

The experiments with many lenses 
snapping’ in series and making suc- 
cessive pictures on a_ single plate 
could never have been practical, it is 
obvious. 

The field, therefore, still 
most virgin when Edison took it up 
just before he went to Paris in 1889. 

He worked a little on it then, and 
resumed his experiments when he re- 
turned. 

He had one great advantage over 
all previous experimenters; George 
Eastman had invented and put upon 
the market the roll film as a substi- 
tute for cumbersome glass plates. | 

Back in 1882, Eastman had been 
one of the first manufacturers to use 
one of Edison's individual electric 
light plants. In 1884, Carl W. Ack- 
erman pointed out in a recent biogra- 
phy of the camera manufacturer, 
Eastman wrote for Edison a testimo- 
nial‘of the efficiency of the lighting 
plant, which doubtless had its effect 
in persuading other manufacturers 
to try the new-fangled substitute for 
as. 
The Eastman files of 1889 dis- 
close extensive correspondence with 
Fedison and his assistants over fast 
film in rolls for motion picture work. 
In the years that followed Edison's 
motion picture inventions made many 
millions of dollars in business for 
Eastman, but the two men, though 
they thus served to help each other, 
did not meet until after their business 
relationship had extended over many 
years, 

Moving Film. Me 

Edison, helped by the availability 


Was al- | 


pictures, to be practicable, must be 
taken through a single lens with the 
film moving behind it. 

He realized, aiso, that the motion 
must not be continuous; the film 
must pause for an instant while each 
picture was taken. 

Once these ideas were recognized, 
the renfainder of the work was pure- 
ly mechanical. But it was still dif- 
ficult. It was necessary to devise a 


‘way to move the strips of film at a 
rate which would permit exposure of 
20 to 40 separate pictures a second, 
permitting the film to come to rest 
while each exposure was made. 

Edison accomplished this when he 

was able to get a film that received 
photgraphic impressions fast enough 
and was tough enough, when per- 
forated along the edges, to stand the

| Edison called his device the kineto- 
iscope. His patents on the camera and 
projector probably netted him more 
jn royalties than any other series of 
patents awarded to him. 
In the early days of movies, it will 
be remembered, producing units as 
well as manufacturers of cameras and 
projectors were Edison subsidiar 3, 
and the Edison movie companies were 
among the most successful producers 
in those days. 

During the Boer War, 
movies already had achieved a place 
of importance in the entert&inment 
world, one of the Edison producing 
units maintained two “armies” in 
the hills around Orange, which passed 
very acceptably with the uncritical 
audiences of those days as South 
Africian veldt. For weeks the bat- 
'tles of the war as reported in cable 
‘dispatches, were re-enacted before thr 
|camera. 

Between 1910 and 1912, Edison de- 
‘voted considerable time to attempts to 
combine the talking machine and the 
motion picture, and he devised the 
first talking. movie. The feature pro- 
duction was a minstrel show which 
was widely exhibited in vauleville 
theaters. But the effeet with sound 
and pictures not too well synchroniz- 
ed, was artificial, and the public re- 
jected it. By the time the “talkies” 
of today were being developed, Edi- 
son was no longer interested in that 
‘field.

plus value” produced by the workers 
for the workers’ benefit. 

What is this controlled “surplus 
value” which is expected to furnish 
the means of transforming Russia 
from a backward into an advanced 
country? Bruce Hopper, of Harvard 
and Oxford, in his excellent book, 
“Pan-Sovietism,” gives the best defi- 
nition the writer has seen. 

“Marx tried to prove,” says Hop- 
per, “that the proletaria creates all 
the commodities and values, whereas 
the capitalists live on the. surplus 
value they have stolen from the cre- 
ators of value. 

“Surplus value is the difference in 
value between what the laborers cre- 
ate and what they receive as wages. 
As an example, let us say a laborer 
can produce in four hours the neces- 
saries for himself and his family, ex- 
pressed in the form of $3. If he 
worked four hours a day for $3 there 
would be no surplus value. But in 
buying labor power the capitalistic 
employer treats it as any other com- 
modity and makes the laborer work 8, 
10 or more hours a day, 

“The theory is that during the four 
hours the laborer is putting in ‘neces- 
sary labor time,’ enough for a sub- 
sistence wage. During the rest of 
the time he is putting in ‘surplus la- 
bor time,’ creating surplus value for 
the employer. He creates all told, 
say $6 or $8, but he receives only $3. 
The rest is the employer's gross prof- 
it, divided into rent, interest and net 
profit.” 

The Russian leaders, following 
their prophet Karl Marx, believe that 
politics are concentrated economics. 
The political state coincides with the 
economic state. Marx left a legacy in 
his writings on scientific socialism 
and his plans, formulated more than 
50 years ago, are being adjusted to 
present day Russian conditions.

which restored small private trading. 
The new economic policy, or NEP, as 
it was called, continued until 1927- 
28, when a new socialistic offensive 
was launched by the government and 
was followed by the present five- 
year plan. 

This collectivist and leveling move- 
ment reached its height in the winter 
1929-30 and was checked by Stalin’s 
“dizziness with success” admonition 
in March, 1930. 

Since the admonition there has 
been a decided shifting to the right 
which could no longer be concealed 
when Stalin in July this year made 
public his famous speech before a 
conference of soviet industrial man- 
agers, 

These deviations from the pure doc- 
trine of Marx are called “zig-zags” by 
the communistic press, which insists 
that the shifts are merely temporary 
compromises with exigencies, not with 
principles, and declares that the ul- 
timate goal has not been changed. 


Under Lenin, the departure from. 
pure Marxism was called Leninism, 
and under Stalin it is called Stalin- 
ism, although Stalin himself prefers 
to call it “crestive Marxism.” 


The next dictator of Russia will 
have it named after him because the 
personality of the dictator necessarily 
will affect the interpretation of Marx 
and Marx's Russian followers. 


If Trotsky had outsmarted Stalin 
as Stalin outsmarted him, there is no 
doubt that there would have been 
“Trotskyism” in Russia today, which 
would have been quite different from 
Stalinism. 

Yet Trotsky and Stalin each = de- 
clare that he alone is the true disciple 
of Marx and Lenin. 

Three factors are involved in these 
departures from pure, 100 per cent 
Marxian communism. They are ideo-

The imponderables forced Stalin to 
change the collectivist doctrine just 
as the imponderables are forcing the 
governments in the United States, 
England, Germany and the Scanii- 
navian countries to compromise with 
An ex- 
ample will show how this worked. 

In the winter of 1929 and 1830, 
when the drive was on to force the 
peasant into the collective farms, 
there was a similar movement in the 
factories to level all wages regardless 
of the workers’ services. 

Under party domination the work- 
ers voted to divide the pay roll equal- 
ly between themselves. The man who 
swept the floors was to get as much 
as the skilled mechanic. In a short 
time the skilled mechanics, not prep- 
erly imbued by communistic ideals, 
slacked on their work and _ began 
looking around for a factory where 
there had been no leveling. Otber 
skilled mechanics found that their 
relatives in some distant city needed 
them. As a result, production fell 
off. The party was not slow to see 
its mistake. Piece ‘work was substi- 
tuted and production increased. 

The reaction to forced collectiviza- 
tion took a different form with the 
peasants. When they were told that 
they must pool their cattle, swine, 
chickens and even their household 
goods, the recalcitrant peasants either 
refused—in which case they were sent 
to Siberia—or they slaughtered their 
livestock and chickens and tried to 
sell their household goods. Persuasion 
has. taken the place of force in th 
farm collectivization program no) 
and the peasants are allowed to_ke¢p 
their livestock and fowls, and al- 
lotted a small garden for their per- 
sonal use. Ony the horse, oxen, and 
and labor are pooled. 

The result has been an increased 


production, much greater than under 
the old individual cultivation. 

The same process in reverse form 
is taking place on a larger scale in 
the United States, Canada and Eu- 
rope. The federal farm board trades 
American wheat for Brazilian coffee, 
but explains that this is an emergency 
measure. The Russians would call 
this a “zig-zag.” In Germany today 
the government controls all but one 
large bank. In England the thou- 
sands of co-operative stores have mil- 
lions of members. The economic im- 
ponderables force their way through 
in the west as well as in soviet Rus- 
ria. 

Americans, with a forgivable ignor- 
ance of Russian history, usually want 
to know how long the Russian peo- 
ple will stand for the dictation of the 
meager communistic minority. Ameri- 
cans forget that the Russians are a 
semi-Asiatic people who have lived 
under tyranny for more than five cen- 
turies and that Lenin and Stalin are 
of the race of Ivan the Terrible and 
Peter the Great, The communist 
leaders know more about Russian 
psychology and Russian endurance 
than any outsider can possibly know 
and they realize quicker than anyone 
else when they must shift their poli- 
cies, or as they say, when they must 
“zig-zag.” 

Americans also forget that the Rus- 
sian people have suffered during the 
past 15 years as no other people have 
suffered. They went through tortures 
of war more severe than experienced 
hy Belgium or Germany: they fought 
in a terrible civil war which was fol- 
lowed by a famine that killed more 
than 10,000,000 people. Then they 
saw the communist dictators gradual- 
ly raise the standards of living of the 
whole country. 

Americans usually visualize Rus- 
Sians as people of their own stand- 


ards. Nothing could be farther from

Wheat and rye both outstripped the 
season's top quotations, with foreign- 
ers buying either future deliveries here 
on a large scale, and with general 
speculative demand unusually broad. 
Indications were that Russia, to es- 
cape from self-created difficulties, was 
finding it unavoidable to yi agpms S 
wheat on a rising market, the qua 
dary was intensified by reports that 
Europe's potato crop and Asia’s rice 
crop were short. 

Wheat soared 21-2 2 cents a bushel 
to a maximum of 37 per cent recent 
gain and closed feverish, 13-8 te 21-8 
cents higher than yesterday’s finish, 
corn 1-2 to 1 cent up, oats 1-4 to 
7-S advanced, and provisions varying 
from 2 cents decline to 32 cents gain. 

Enormous buying power forced the 
Chicago wheat market higher and 
higher despite waves of profit-taking, 
and continued to do so with little 
abatement until the final gongs clear- 
ed the brokers from the exchange 
floor. Sharp as was the advance here, 
European price bulges were greater, 
the way being led by 51-4 to 61-2 
cents a bushel rise in Rotterdam, 
where much of Russia’s wheat has 
been stored awaiting distribution to 
other countries. 

Corn and oats sympathized with 
wheat strength, but advances of feed 
gains were retarded by speculative 
selling. Country offerings of corn to 
arrive were meager. 

Provisions averaged higher 
grains, despite lower hog values.

JACOB ADDRESSES 


‘Development of Person- 
alities High Schools’ 
Task, Says Mercer Dean. 


SAVANNAH. Ga. Oct. 31.—(/)— 
| Peyton Jacob, dean of the schoo! of 


| education at Mercer University, told 
'Georgia school superintendents Satur- 
day that the true task of the high 
‘school is “the development of well- 
rounded personalities and well- inform- 
e' and well-intentioned citizens. 

“The preparatory func tion,” he said, 

“whether vocation-preparatory or col- 
lege- “preparatory, may well 
secondary.” 
| Industry. the educator told his audi- 
ence, has already learned the lesson 
that a well-developed individual who 
has character and background may 
acquire technique in comparatively 
short time and be more valuable than 
an employe who has given a dispro- 
| portionate time to tec hnical study. 
| “Is it too much to hope,” he asked, 
“that the authorities in higher educa- 
ion will also eventually learn the 
same truth? 

“When they do they will cease pre- 
scribing the specific knowledges, ap- 
-preciations and skills that the high 
schools must give as college prepara- 
‘tion, and say to the high schools 
‘Give us youth with wide interests, 
' wholesome attitudes teward life, to- 
ward society and toward work, and 
we shall rest content with a minimum 
list of specified information 


| skills,’ ”’ 

The speaker's subject was “What 
Is An Efficient School?” He told 
the superintendents the answer wa3s 
the same as in any other field— 
relation of output to input. He 
‘cial standpoint schools as now oper- 
ated get 50 cents worth of education 
‘from each dolfat expended. From the 
‘human standpoint, however, his esti- 
mate was less cheering. 

“It is probably true,” he said, “that 
the human efficiency of our schools 
is less than 10 per cent of what is 
actually possible. The loss is of two 
kinds. We fail to get maximum re- 
sults from the human material that 
'we retain throughout the sehool pe- 
riod. How frightful the waste is here 
‘no one knows. Added to this. of 
course, is the loss due to the elimina- 
ition of students long before they reach 
the limits which nature has set for 
them.” 

From both hu- 
man points of view, Jacob said, the 
ibasis of efficiency in a school is “a 
well articulated program pointing defi- 
nitely to clearly thought-out objee- 
tives,” 

Such a program,

based on a “core curriculum with a 
minimum of electives. designed for the 
highest personal development and civic 
training, rather than for either col- 
lege or vocation. 
“There may still be need,” he said,

Events of the past few weeks 
indicate a turn toward better- 
ment. The financial situation is 
undoubtedly brighter and = two 
primary producing fields, textiles 
und shoe manufacturing, have no- 
ticeably felt the effort of a re- 
viving buying mevement. For the 
first two months of this cotton 
year S8S0.52:53 bales were con- 
sumed compared with 746,016 
bales during the corresponding 
period of 1930. 

The credit corporation — pro- 
posed by the president will prob- 
ably be actively at work when 
this is printed. and the expecta- 
tion in general throughout the 
country that its operation will 
go far toward relieving restricted 
eredit conditions. In Akron, Ohio. 
there has been organized a local 
credit corporation and it is re- 
parted that $13.000.000 has been 
subscribed by the banks and large 
industrial enterprises -to relieve 
the situation there, 

The authorities of Cuyahoga 
county, With approximately S$90,- 
000,000 on deposit in the banks, 
have agreed, according to the 
Cleveland papers, to accept real 
estate mortgages as securities for 
their funds in place of the bonds 
the banks were formerly required 
to deposit. thus freeing collateral 
for immediate use in the emer- 
cency. 

It worthy of repeated em- 
phasis that in normal times we

Editor Constitution: Has 
mueh governor or not governor 
enough? For many weeks now the 
people of Georgia have been expecting 
at their request an extra session of 
the legislature. Mass meetings have 
heen held to ask the governor to eal! 
an extra session of the legislature to 
consider the cotton situation. 

This is the first time that I have 
known anything of this kind to hap- 
pen, but thus far no session has heen 
called. It is true that the governor 
did send letters to the members of 
the legislature asking them if they 
would kindly consent to meet and 4&t- 
tend to the people's wishes without 
pay. And they, with a degree of gen- 
erosity and patriotism, declined to do 
so. Forgetting the fact that during 
the last session they drew pay for 
seven or eight days for which they did 
not serve but were at home attending 
to their private affairs. 

The legislatures of five states have 
already acted on the matter of crop 
reduction. They have stopped the 
downward movement of cotton § and 
raised it nearly 2 cents a pound. They 
have encouraged the general govern- 
ment, bankers and such farmers that 
are able to do sa ta hold eotton and 
save the south from destruction. 

Rut Geofgia. through somebodss 
fanit. has done nothing but etill 
and suffer. The eotton market now 
seems to he in a eondition that ant 
substantial assistance wonld count. so 
an. extra session would not he too late 
to do a great deal of good.

Book Reviews in Tabloid 


One of the most interesting books 
published in 1931 is.,entitled “Key and 
Allied Families.” It is quite elaborate 
in its work and is compiled by Mrs. 
Julian C. Lane, of Statesboro, Ga., 
author of “Reconstruction Days in 
Georgia” (1865-1872), which was pub- 
lished in 1914.

Educational Work at Meeting 


Inasmuch as the educational work | 
of the Brunswick Woman’s Club has | 


been its major project for the past two. 


years, it was fitting that the first 


program meeting should include an ac- 
tual demonstration of the work of the 
club in this field. Mrs. J. E. Lam- 
bright, president, opened the meeting 
and presented Mrs. R. D. Eadie, chair- 
man of literacy, who reported that 175 
white adults and 371 colored adults 
were taught to read and write at the 
night school during 1929-1930.

At the night 
classes at the Colored Memorial 
school 132 colored people’ were 
taught. This year the Opportunity 
started its fall term in September with 
a good enrollment. The night school 
for white adults is held each Tuesday 
and Thursday nights at the Prep 
High school, and it is planned to start 
the colored night classes November 1.

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Kick In - Get Out 


HE new income tax in England 
nips off about 27 per cent of 
the gross earnings there of 

American ormers and playwrights. 
Besides this, the Ministry of Labor has 
ruled that hereafter no fore players 
shall be engaged in minor roles or any 
other in which their individual attain- 
ments are not essential, and that per 
formers allowed in for a specified en- 
gagement may not “double” or stay on 
to play other dates—that is, a vaude- 
villian must not appear in nightclubs, 
films, radio work—or vice versa. 

No such or any other restrictions are 
attempted in this country. Profes- 
sionals can play when, where and as 
often as they wish, as long as their 
temporary passport permits entitle 
them to stay, and they rarely have an;

ed excitement in the humble apartment of Mr. and 


O N THE morning of September 18, 1905, there was hush- 


Mrs. Gustafsson at 32 Blekingegaten street, Stockholm, 


Sweden. 


None of the other families in the five-story apartment 
building was greatly concerned with what was happening in 
the Gustafsson household. A new baby was not an unusual 


occurrence in that neighborhood. 


It was not until years later, when this baby had become 
known all over the world as the great Greta Garbo, “that 
these neighbors remembered to brag that they recalled the 


very day little Greta was born. 


Number 32 Blekingegaten street is not a fashionable part 
of Stockholm. The playground of the children is the street 
and the backyard, where clothes lines are always stretched 


overhead or in one of the vacant lots near by. 


When little Greta Gustafsson grew oki enough to play 
with her brother, Swen, and sister, Alva, she did not like to 
romp with the neighborhood children as they did. When her 
mother sent her outdoors to play she would wander off in a 
corner by herself or slip away from the others down the street. 

When she was sent to school she was most unhappy. It 
wasn't the studying she hated. It was being compelled to sit 
long hours before a desk. She dreaded the recésses even more. 
She felt so out of place among these little boys and girls, even 
though they were her age. Tke other children often whispered 
about her because she was so tall. At 12, Greta was as tal] as 


she is today. 


When school was out, instead of hurryiig home with her 
brother and sister, Greta would steal away by herself. There 
were several places she loved to go. One was the little bridge 
that jutted out from the rocks of Southside. She liked to stand 
on this bridge and look down on Stockholm as it lay spread 


out below. 


Near this bridge was a gate that led into the courtyard of 
the Southside theater. Greta would stand for hours near this 
gate waiting to catch a glimpse of the actors and actresses 
as they came and went into that mysterious region known 


as “Back Stage.’ 


When Greta was 14 real tragédy entered her life. Her father, 
whom she loved dearly, died. Mrs. Gustafsson and her two older 
children, Swen and Alva, went to work. Greta was too young; she 


must be kept in school a while longer. 


Greta did not like to be the only one not earning money. In 
Sweden, barbers employ girls to make the lather and pat it on the 
customer's face and dry the razors and lay out clean towels. Greta 
found such work in a little shop. But she didn't like it. Neither did she 


like the small pay that went with it. 


One day she persuaded her mother to allow her to apply for a posi 
tion in Paul Bergstrom’s Department store. When she got a position 
in the women's coat department Greta knew that the hated school 


days were over. 


It was soon found that Miss Gustafsson was willing and 
quick to learn. When there was an opening in the millinery 


department Greta received a permanent 


position thé@re. 


One day the head saleswoman asked the new clerk 


to help her lay out the hats to be used for illustrations 


eet 


in the fall catalogue. When the advertising man came 
in to look them over Greta was used as a model. Both 
the advertising man and the head of the department 
remarked on the fact that any style of hat seemed to 
become Miss Gustafsson. They decided it would be a 


fine idea to have her pose for the photographs. 


One day the advertising manager came hurrying into 


the millinery department. “Pick out your smartest 
styles,” he ordered. “Captain Ring and two of his 
contract players are coming in to select hats for 
the advertising film they are making for the 
store.” 

But Captain Ring was not interested. He had 
selected actresses for all the costumes he had in 


mind. However, the next day it was decided that 
a comedy touch was needed. Then Captain Ring 
remembered the tall, awkward, yet strangely at- 
tractive girl in the millinery department who 
photographed so well. 

Greta was put into a checkered riding habit, 
two sizes too large. She was told to stand with her 
hands in her pockets. her shoulders hunched up, 
and her head pulled to one side. She was so quick 
and anxious to follow direction, sthat Captain Ring 
assured her he would use her soon in another 
picture. 

But it wasnt until the following year that 
Captain Ring asked Miss Gustafsson to do more 
work for him. This was a small part in a film 
to be released in Japan shoWing the culture and 
industry of Sweden. 

In 1922 he again wanted Greta to take part in 
an industrial film for a firm in the city of Orebro. 
This time there was to be real romance running 
through the picture. Greta was asked to take the 
role of a valKyr. It was a great opportunity for her. 


But the’store refused to let her go. Greta was 
heartbroken when she had to give it up. 


One night on her way home from work Greta 
stopped to look into a window where shoes were 
displaved. She was annoyed when she discovered 
a man standing beside her looking her up and 
down. The man was a film director who had been 
attracted by Greta’s beautiful, clear-cut leatures 
and natural, graceful walk. He was debating on 
approaching her and offering her a part in a pic- 
ture he was about to make when she hurried off. 


The following day this man came into the 
millinery section With an actress. He didn't see 
Greta, and after he left she inquired who he was. 
When she was told he was Erick Pitschler, a film 
director, she decided to ask him for a chance in 
one of his pictures. 


That evening Greta telephoned him for an ap- 
pointment which he made for the following after- 
noon. When she went into Mr, Petschler's office 
he recognized her as the girl he had seen looking 
in the shoe-store window. He engaged her for a 
esmedy bit in “Peter the Tramp.” It was a small 
rart and would take only a few days. He thought 
she could arrange with the store to change her 
vacation date. 

But the store refused. Greta didn't know what 
to do. She feared to lose her steady job, but she 
was more afraid to lose this chance in pictures 
for which she had always longed. She decided to 
give up her position as a hat clerk. That night she 
went home to tell her mother that she had left 
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the store, and thereafter intended to make her 
living in motion pictures, 


Greta Garbo had lots of fun making her first 
picture in Sweden. It was a small part, but it looked 
very big to her. As One of three bathing girls she 
attracted little attention. But because she had lost 
her position in the department store and Was SO 
eager to get work in pictures, the director promised 
to give her another part soon. 

While making this picture she realized that be- 
fore she could expect to get very far on either stage 
or screen she must have instruction. She consulted 
Frans Enwal!, a private coach in drama, on how 
to go about it. 

Mr. Enwall saw the unusual charm and beauty 
of this girl. He saw a great future for her if she 
had the determination and courage to apply herself 
to serious study. He suggested that she prepare her- 
self to take the test to enter the Royal Dramatic 
School. 

In Sweden an actor must first attend The 
Dramatic School—a part of the Royal theater— 
before he can appear upon the stage. But before 
a person can enter this schoo] he must pass a test 
proving he has the necessary ability and talent. 
Those who pass receive a scholarship that entitles 
them to instruction without charge. 

Mr. Enwall offered to help Greta prepare tor 
the examination. She threw herself into the work. 
She would be 17 in September. The test Was Set 
for August. If she passed she would have a three- 


year scholarship in one of the finest dramatic 
schools in the world. She was determined she wou!d 
not fail. 

When Greta’s turn came to speak her lines on 
the day of the test her knees trembled so she Starc.- 
ly had strength to carry herself out on the stage. 


She went through her act as though in a trance. 
As she left the stage she nearly collapsed. But she 
soon pulled herself together and hurried home and 
into bed, where she lay awake all night, hoping and 
praying she had proved herself worthy to enter 
the school. 

The next day passed, and there Was no word 
from the theater. The second day passed without a 
sign. Greta had begun to give up hope when there 
was a telephone call saying that her name was 
among those entered on the rolls as One of the 
pupils of the Royal Dramatic School for 1922-1923 
and 1923-1924. 

Until Greta started to this school she hadn't 
known life could be so happy. Here she studied 
elocution instead of arithmetic; fencing instead of 
geography. She received passes to the best theaters, 
for it was a part of her education to study great 
actors and actresses. 

The instructors soon recognized the talent lying 
dormant in Greta. The directors of the schoo] be- 
lieved that the best way to bring out real talent in 
a student was to give actual experience with in- 
struction. Greta, with several others from her class, 
was engaged as a “contract pupil” at $40 a month. 
Now, while she was studying, she took part in ac-

tual performances given in The Royal Dra- 
matic theater. ; 

In the spring of 1923, Gustaf Molander, 
director of the school, advised Greta to see 
the motion-picture director, Mauritz Stiller, 
who was looking for talented beginners. Mr. 
Stiller preferred to mould clever novices 
rather than to work with those wise from 
years of experience. He was about to Start 
production on the biggest pictwe he had 
ever made, “Gosta Berling’s Saga.’’ 

reta called on Mr. Stiller one night 
after school. He looked her up and down, 
Bluntly he asked her to remove her coat and 
hat. Then he told her to put. them back on 
again. After asking a few questions he let 
her know that he was ready to have her 
leave. She felt she had failed to impress him. 

But in three days Greta had word that 
Mr. Stiller Wanted her to report to The 
Rasunda Film City for a test. She rode out 
there on the street car. She was nervous and 
frightened at the thought of making a 
motion-picture test. Greta was sent to a set 
where Mr. Stiller was waiting for her. After 
looking her over he abruptly pointed to a 
bed and ordered, “Lie down and be sick.”

A few days later she received word that 
she had been chosen to play the part of 
Countess Elizabeth Dohna, in “Gosta Ber- 
ling’s Saga.”

Greta Garbo could not believe she had 
actually keen chosen to play one of the most 
important roles in “Gosta Berling'’s Saga.” 
Everyone at the school was talking about 
this marvelous story that the great Director 
Mauritz Stiller was going to make into 4 
picture. ' 

The famous stage star, Lars Hanson, had 
been chosen to play the male lead. The most 
Greta had expected was a minor part. And 
now she had been selected to play the Coun- 


‘tess Dohna. 


Greta never wanted to do anything as 
badly as she wanted to play this part, and 
yet she was afraid. The thought of going 
through the highly dramatic scenes before 
the camera with this strange man, Mauritz 
Stiller, directing, terrified her. The whole 
thing seemed too big for the inexperienced 
girl of 17. 

Those first days at the studio, arranging 
for the necessary costumes, studying the 
script and rehearsing the scenes, were an 
experience never to be forgotten. 

At‘ last the day arrived for the actual 
“shooting” of the first scenes. Greta, made 
up and in costume, was waiting for her en- 
tramce on the scene. Suddenly she became 
ill. When she was called before the camera

she thought she was going to faint. Mr. 
Stiller recognized the symptoms of nervous 
excitement. He ordered everyone, even the 
electricians, off the set. Greta was left alone 
to pull herself together. 

But Mr. Stiller was watching this new 
girl. He wanted to see what stuff she Was 
made off. He hoped he had not been mis- 
taken in her strength and courage. 

Slowly he saw her regain her composure. 
He quickly called the other members of the 
company back onto the set. In a few minutes 
Greta was plunged into the making of a 
picture that was to start her on the road 
to world fame. 

Greta found she could not laugh 4nd ° 
joke between scenes on this picture as she 
had in the others. While making “Gosta 
Berling’s Saga” she felt that She actually 
was the Countess Dohna. Wrenching back 
and forth from Greta Gustafsson (she had 
not yet adopted the name Garbo) to Coune- 
tess Dohna was more than she could stand. 
So between scenes she would wander away 
from the others and sit alone, without talk- 
ing to anyone. The other players, who did 
not feel their roles so deeply, commenced to 
whisper that Greta was upstage. 

Greta knew they were .gossiping about 
her, but she didn't care. Her one thought 
was to make a good job of the part she was 
playing. 

Mr. Stiller soon realized he had found 
great talent in Greta. And she appreciated 
the ability of the director. Each day she 
threw herself heart and soul into her scenes. 
At night she went homg exhausted from 
having given every ounce of energy she 
possessed. 

It was nearly a year before the picture 
was completed. There were winter scenes 
and summer scenes all made on so grand 
a scale that they could not be done in the 
studio. 

Mauritz Stiller, a genuinely great direc- 
tor, was giving rein to his ambition to make 
this picture the greatest film ever made. 
When the picture was shown to the public 
the critics pronotinced it just that. Special 
notice was called to the unknown actress, 
Greta Gustafsson. 

It was then that Mr. Stiller and Greta 
decided the name Gustafsson was too iong. 
Together they chose the name Garbo, 5So 
the new motion-picture actress, Greta Garbo, 
made her bow to the world. 

After the picture was finished Greta re- 
turned to the dramatic school to resume her 
studies. She had proved herself so fine an 
actress that the school director signed hel 
on a contract as “leading pupil,’ which 
meant she would play “leads” on the Stage 
of The Royal Dramatic theater while she 
was finishing her instruction in the school. 

But Greta Garbo was destined not to 
go on with her studies. Mr. Stiller found 
that he had a place for her in Nis next pic- 
ture. He suggested that she give up her 
scholarship and devote all her time to aciing 
before the camera. 

She asked to be released from her “lead- 
ing pupil” contract. And Greta Garbo turn- 


e management of her career 
Stiller. 

Mr. Stiller invited his protegee to ac- 
company him to the premiere of “‘Gosta 
Berling’s Saga.” in Berlin. That first 
premiere of Greta’s was brilliant. The 
theater was filled with society folk, fa- 
mous critics, and celebrities from the 
stage. After the picture was finished 
there was a roar of applause. Greta and 
Mr. Stiller came out on the stage and 
were introduced. They were showered 
with flowers. To this day Greta likes to 
recall. the warmth of that welcome. 

“The German people are not too per- 
sonal in their admiration,’ she says. 
“They admire your talent and your 
work, but it ends there. They are in- 
terested in you as an artist, not as a 
personality. Your life away from the 
screen or stage is/ your own.” 

Mr. Stiller found producers in Berlin 
willing to back a picture he wanted to 
make in Constantinople. Greta wag to 
play the leading role. This trip to Tur- 
key, Greta thought, would be the great- 
est adventure of her life. She hurried 
home to pack. 

When she actually found herself on 
the train for Constantinople, Greta felt 
that she must be in a dream. First 
there had been success in a great role 
in one of the biggest productions ever 
filmed. Then selection as the protegee 
of a famous director. And now she was 
on her way to a foreign land to play the 
lead in another of his important pic- 
tures. 

Life was no longer tiresome and mo- 
notonous for the little Gustafsson girl. 
In fact that awkward girl had long 
since disappeared. There was a new 
girl in her place: a charming, talented, 
beautiful person known on the screen 
as the Actress Greta Garbo.

There was delay in getting started on 
the Constantinople picture. But at last 
the script. was geady and work began. 

Mauritz Stiller felt that this would be 
the most dramatic production he had 
yet made. The actual settings in the 
land where the story was laid inspired 
all the players. It was the first motion 
picture to be made in Constantinople. 


But suddenly money from Berlin stop- 
ped coming. Mr. Stiller could get no 
answer from letters and telegrams. The 
night before Christmas he decided to 
get on the train and make a hurried 
trip to Berlin. In a few days he re- 
turned with the sad news that the back- 
ers of the picture had gone broke. There 
was nothing to do but disband and go 
home. 

Stiller had plans for another picture 
that he wanted to make in Berlin. So 
once more Greta found herself in the 
German capital. Stiller got a part for 
her in “The Street of Sorrow.” 

Greta had picked up enough German 
to enable her to understand direction. 
She found that she liked to work in the 
German studios. So her second picture 
was made in the capital of Germany. 
It was not a sensation like “Gosta Ber- 
ling’s Saga.’’ But then, Mr. Stiller did 
not direct it. Greta Was gaining ex- 
perience, and that was what she wanted 
just now. 

During this time Louis B. Mayer was 
making a trip through Europe on the 
lookout for new talent. The night he 
viewed “Gosta Berling’s Saga’ he saw 
photography and directorial tricks that 
had never been done before. He wanted 
to meet the genius who had directed 
this fine picture. He wished to take him 
to Hollywood and introduce his new 
ideas to the American screen. 

Stiller was keenly interested in the 
idea. He knew Hollywood was far ahead 
of Europe in making pictures. His friend, 
the director, Victor Seastrom, had al- 
ready made a name for himself over 
there. Stiller often felt handicapped in 
trying to carry out his ideas in the 
small studios of Europe. He was ready 
to sign a contract, provided his protegee, 
Greta Garbo, received one too, so she 
might go to Hollywood and work in his 
pictures. 

Mr. Mayer was not particularly in- 
terested in Greta Garbo. She was a new- 
comer to the screen, She had no special 
name in Europe. Her future was uncer- 
tain. But Mr. Stiller had promised Greta 
work in his pictures when she left the 
dramatic school. He Knew she would 
some day be a great actress. He refused 
to go to Hollywood without her. He was 
ready to pay her salary out of his, so 
certain was he of her success. 

It was finally agreed that Miss Garbo 
should accompany Stiller to the film 
capital. Greta admits that Mr. Mayer 
scarcely looked at her while the contract 
was being signed. 

Mrs. Gustafsson was proud of her 
daughter's success, but she was stunned 
when Greta came home and announced 
she Was going to Hollywood. It seemed 
like another world to Mrs. Gustafeson. 
_ She knew her daughter well enough 
to realize that it would be useless to 
try to stop her. She knew that this 
little girl of hers who had always been 
so different from her other children had 
grown beyond them all. She felt that 
She might never see Greta again. With 
tears in her eyes she helped pack Greta's 
bags for the long trip. Swen and Alva 
envied their sister, who was being paid 
what to them were huge sums of money 
while she traveled all over the world. 

Greta never felt so free as she did on 
a day in July, 1925, when she stood on 
_ the Geck of the steamship Drotting- 
~ holm as it slipped out of the harbor of 
Gothenburg. She loved every minute of 
the time it took to cross the ocean to 
the United States. For hours she would 
lie on deck in her chair gazing at the 
ocean, She did not care to mingle with 
the crowda, She had never known such 
peace and happiness before. Instinctive- 
ly she felt that those days would be 
counted among the happiest she had 
ever spent in her life. 

Greta was disappointed with New Yorx. 
She expected to see a great city with 
wide avenues shaded with trees. She 
landed on One of the hottest mid-sum- 
mer days. After the cool days she had 
known in her own northern land. it was 
almost more than she could bear. 

Stiller had business in New York. 
There Was nothing for Greta to do but 
establish herself in a hotel. There was 
no pleasure in exploring this towered 
city in the hot August Sun. She spent 
most of her time in her bathtub filled 
with cold water. She dreaded to think 
what California would be like as she 
had been told that it was a land of 
perpetual sunshine. 

In September Stiller was ready to 
start for Hollywood. The trip from New 
York seemed endless. The part of the 
journey that interested Greta most was 
the desert, with its cool nights. She be- 


gan to hope that California might not 
be such a hot place after all. 

When they arrived in Los Angeles 
they found a warm welcome. A grotp 
of people from the studio was there to 
greet these newcomers who had journey- 
ed all the way from Sweden. 

As Greta stepped from the train she 
received a big bouquet of flowers. A 
photographer leveled his camera at her.

No one on

Garbo when she arrived in Hollywood. 
“She is too big.’ “She is tog tall.” 

“She will never go over in pictures,’ 

were comments heard on all sides. 


Large girls had not been successful on 
the screen. The petite type was the 
popular one. Now came a girl five feet 
six inches tall, weighing around a hun- 
dred and thirty-five, with large hands 
and feet and shoulders as broad as & 
man's. 

Finally a screen test was made. Be- 
fore an actress is cast for a part she 
has a screen test to determine whether 
she is suitable for certain roles. These 
tests, cold and impersonal, are required 
of stars as well as beginners. 

It was reported that the tests of Gar- 
bo showed an unattractive girl in whom 
the studio found no interest. 

Mauritz Stiller was furious. “Fools, all 
of them. Let me make the test. I will 
show them,” he shouted. 

The story goes that painstakingly 
Stiller made up Garbo’s lovely face. 
Carefully he arranged the lights so they 
brought out her clear, cameo-like profile. 
He posed her this way and that. The 
result was that a glimpse of the Garbo 
glamour showed through. At any rate, 
the officials were interested enough to 
give her the lead in “The Torrent.”’ 


Garbo and Stiller went to Hollywood 
with the understanding that Stiller was 
to direct the pictures of his protegee. 
She never would have gone had she 
thought anyone but the great Stiller 
was to guide her through a picture. It 
was he who had faith in her ability 
as an actress. It was he who had given 
her the first big chance before the 
camera. He was her inspiration. 

But Monta Bell and not Stiller got 
the job of directing Garbo's first pic- 
ture in Hollywood. Garbo thought she 
would never live through the struggle 
of making that picture. She was not 
used to such long hours. She did not 
like to have strange and unfriendly peo- 
ple shouting directions at her in a lan- 
guage wholly incomprehensible. She did 
not want strangers to stand about the 
set staring at her. 

Many times she was ready to quit and 
go home. But Stiller, who realized all 
this picture meant for his protegee, 
made her carry on. 

Greta Garbo has never forgotten those 
first long, trying days in Hollywood 
when, homesick. and discouraged, she 
hardly had enough strength left to 
carry herself home for the few hours 
of rest allowed her before she had to 
face the camera again. 

Soon after “The Torrent” was under 
way, the studio discovered that it had 
a find in Greta Garbo. 

“Here is real star dust,” executives 
said. “Garbo will be a sensation when 
she is seen on the screen.” 

“The Torrent’ Was previewed in 4a 
little theater on the edge of Beveriy 
Hills. No OMe noticed Garbo as she and 
Stiller slipped quietly into seats at the 
rear of the dimly lighted house. No one 
saw them steal out just before the pic- 
ture Was finished. At the first show- 


ing of the first picture Greta Garbo 
made in Hollywood she set the preced- 
ent of never appearing publicly at any 
of her pictures. 

After the preview, people gathered in 
front of the theater to discuss this fas- 
cinating girl called Greta Garbo. 

“The Torrent” went to New York 
without the usual ballyhoo. The critics 
sat spellbound as they watched this new 
kind: of siren. Next day Greta’s name 
blazed in évery newspaper. ~ People 
crowded the theater to see her. She met 
a ‘similar reception wherever the pic- 
ture was shown. Greta Garbo had be- 
come an overnight sensation. 

“The Torrent” proved that Greta had 
been rightly cast as a siren, although 
even at the start she insisted that she 
did not want to play “bad womens.” 
To this day Garbo has never had her 
oor of playing the part of a good little

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had thought it was fed up on 
foreigners. But here was an en- 
tirely different type. Women, as well 
as men, spoke of her strangely se- 
ductive magnetism. 

Plans had already been made for 
Garbo to do “The Temptress.” Greta 
agreed to make it if Stiller could di- 
rect, 

Stiller started the picture. From the 
start he had trouble with the producers. 

“They get me over here to make pic- 
tures because they like my methods,” 
he exclaimed. “They say they are dif- 
ferent. Then they will not let me use my 
methods. Instead they try to tell me 
how to make the picture.” 

Finally he was taken from the picture. 
Fred Niblo was put in his place. 

* * * - 

While Greta Garbo was making “The 
Temptress” I got my first interview with 
her. 

The publicity department had been 
puzzied by this strange girl. They 
werent sure she would give an interview. 
They admitted that they knew almost 
nothing about her. They laughed be- 
cause they had found an actress who 
didn't want to talk about herself. 

They felt certain, nevertheless, that 
Garbo would soon “come to her senses.” 
They chuckled to think how they would 
soon have her knocking at their door. 


Garbo was persuaded to go to the 
studio for an interview when she learn- 
ed she was to talk with a writer whose 
Swedish husband was to serve as inter- 
preter. 

We met in a bare little office. Garbo 
came in, tall and awkward and self- 
conscious. She wore a Plain suit, badly 
in need of pressing. Her eyes were 
shaded by a green visor drawn down 
over her forehead. She pulled it off as 
she entered the door. 

Her dark brown hair ‘it had been 
dyed for the picture, for she is a nat- 
ural blonde) hung almost to her shoul- 
ders. Later this long haircut—which at 
the time seemed most untidy—was to be 
known all over the world as the Garbo 
Bob. Greta was a decided contrast to 
the other well-groomed, perfectly-poised 
actresses on the lot. 

It was her smouldering, heavy-lidded 
eyes that immedigtely drew attention. 
The whites of thegh were so exceedingly 


clear; the blue so deep. The heavy black 
lashes On the upper lids curled back 
until they touched Greta’s narrow, well- 
arched brows. Her lower lashes swept 
her cheeks. | 

“When I first went into pictures I 
was asked to cut my lashes,’ she said. 

Her mouth was large, but soft and 
appealing. Her teeth were broad and 
even. She had the creamy complexion 
of the Scandinavian. Vivid lipstick ac- 
centuated her lips. 

She settled into a chair with the lazy 
grace of an animal, toying with the eye 
shade with her large capable hands. She 
had the long, tapering fingers of the 
artist. On a middle finger she wore an 
odd ring. - 

“T was frantic when Mauritz Stiller 
was taken from the picture,” she said. 
“It is difficult for me to understand 
direction through an interpreter. Every- 
thing over here is strange and different. 

“And this studio is so large it con- 
fuses me. Are all the studios as large as 
this? I wquid get lost if someone did 
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not take me to the many different 
Stages where we work. 

“You all hurry so much. Everyone 
goes on the run. We do not rush so in 
Sweden. It took months and months to 
make ‘Gosta Berlings Saga.’ We had 
to wait for winter, to make the winter 
scenes. Then we had to wait for sum- 
mer, to get summer scenes. 

“Here you make any climate you want 
right in the studio. You finish a picture 
in a few weeks. I don’t know whether 
I like it or not. 

“And they make me play bad girl. 
Sometimes I would like to play good 
girl.” 

“It was amazing to hear her speak 
such good English, for she knew scarce- 
ly a word of it when she arrived. She 
spoke slowly and hesitatingly, often ap- 
pealing for- help with words. Her accent 
was charming. She slurred’ certain 
words. She said ver’ for very and mus’ 
for must. Her voice was deep and low. 


“My mother did not want me so far 
from home. I plead with her, ‘Just for 


one little year—so I am here. No, 1 am ° 


not homesick. I have not had time for 
that yet. 

She spoke in her native tongue about 
American food and Swedish food. she 
told how she longed for some cold 
weather. She said that the bright Cali- 
fornia sun hurt her eyes. 


“ln America you are all so happy,” 
she observed. “Why are you so happy all 
of the time? I am not always happy. 
Sometimes yes, sometimes no. When I 
am angry I am very bad. I shut my door. 
and do not speak,” 

Later Hollywood was to learn what 
Garbo meant when she said: “I shut 
my door and do not speak.” 

The first story I wrote of Greta Gar- 
bo was called “The Mysterious Strang- 
er.” I wrote that her eyes were her 
greatest charm. That she did not invite 
confidences of the heart. I said, “Greta 
Garbo will fascinate people, but I wager 
she will always femain more or less & 
mystery.” 

Members of the film colony began to 


“show a keen interest’ in this newcomer. 
She was seldom seen in public. She 
-yarely ate lunch with the other players 


in the studio cafe. She lived alone in 
her small apartment in Santa Monica. 
When asked why.she did not move into 
larger quarters and have servants, like 
other stars, she answéxed, “I have a 


a Sox. ros itty 


bed,-a chair, and a table. What more do 
I want?” 

Garbo didn't even have a maid. She 
ate most of her meals with Stiller. He 
was the only person with whom she 
was Known to associate. 

The Swedish director was not faring 
as well as his protegee. It seemed that 
he and the studio couldn't come to 
terms. Finally, by mutual consent, their 
contract was terminated, and he Went 
to another studio. Greta received a new 
contract. The scene had changed. It was 
Garbo and not Stiller whom her studio 
now wanted. 

Garbo made even a greater sensation 
in “The Temptress’ than in “The Tor- 
rent.” Passion glowed whenever Garbo 
appeared on the scene. Her beauty 
flashed with a singular appeal. She was 
proclaimed a great success. 

But Greta said she knew nothing of 
the technique of acting. That for the 
time being she Was the person in the 
picture. That she did not know how 
she got certain effects. She did not 
know why she did things the way she 
did them. 

“After “The Temptress” the studio 
announced that Greta Garbo and Jack 
Gilbert were to play the leads in “Flesh 
and the Devil.’ 

At that time Gilbert was one of the 
screen's most popular heroes. “The Big 


Parade,” in which Jack played the pare 
of Jim Apperson, American doughboy, 
stamped him as a truly fine actor,. 

Here was Gilbert, a tempestuous per~ 
son, gay and daring, his tall, slender 
figure, coal-black hair, Dlack eyes, and 
flashing white teeth a striking cone- 
trast to the tall, slender blonde Greta, 
cool and serene as an iceberg. 

These strange personalities, Jack Gil- 
bert and Greta Garbo, were drawn to 
one another from the start. 

The beginning of “Flesh and the 
Devil’? plunged them into scenes of 
passionate love. One minute these two 
were casual acqudintances. The next 
they were holding each other in close 
embrace. 

Soon after they started work on the 
picture Hollywood scented a romance. 
Garbo and Gilbert were playing love 
scenes with a realism that impressed 
all who saw them. 

Gilbert's fervor swept Garbo from her 
calm retirement. His flashing smile, 
blunt speech, and emotional nature 
stirred her out of her passiveness. Ine 
stead of retiring to the corner of the 
set by herself between scenes, she 
laughed and joked with Gilbert and 
the others working on the picture. 

Instead. of hurrying home from her 


“ work at the studio, seeing only Maurits 


Stiller, she now began to go out with 
Jack. They were seen lunching at @ 
restaurant in Hollywood. Jack, who had 
just completed a home back of Beverly 
Hills, invited friends in to dine with 
him and Garbo. 

Hollywood heard many tales of the 
Swedish star’s eccentricities. It was said 
that at these parties Garbo seldom ap- 
peared in evening gowns, even when 
the others came in formal dress; that 
often during the evening she would kick 
off her slippers and sit in stocking feet. 

Garbo was now spending much of her 
leisure at Jack’s home, swimming in the 
pool or resting on the broad veranda 
that looked out over Beverly Hills. 

There was no doubt that Jack was 
deeply fond of the Swedish actress. He 
was always talking about her. “Garbo is 
marvelous; the most alluring creature 
you have ever seen; capricious as the 
devil, whimsical, temperamental, and 
fascinating. 

“One day she is child-like, naive, in- 
genuous, a girl of ten. The next day she 
is a mysterious woman a thousand years 
old, knowing everything, baffling, deep. 
Garbo has more sides to her personality 
than anyone I have ever met.” 

Meanwhile, Mauritz Stiller was direct- 
ing Pola Negri in ‘Hotel Imperial.’ Larg 
Hanson once said that when Stiller was 
working on a picture he would see no 
one, not even Garbo. Possibly, because 
of that, Garbo was only amusing herself 
with Jack while Stiller was busy. At 
any rate, when Stiller finished “Hotel 
Imperial,’ he and Garbo were occa- 
sionally seen together again. 

As soon as “Flesh and the Devil” was 


' finished, Jack rushed off to New York 


on a vacation. Something had gone 
wrong with the Garbo-Gilbert romance, 

When asked in an interview if he was 
in love with Garbo he answered briefly, 
“She is a wonderful girl. We are merely 
good pals.” 

“Flesh and the Devil’ was a sensation. 
Wherever it was shown crowds formed 
in line in front of the theaters, waiting 
to see the realistic love-making of the 
two celebrities. 

Soon after Jack returned from New 
York the interrupted romance Was on 
again in full force. It was rumored that 
Jack had bought the wedding ring and 
that before long he would marry Greta. 
Later there was a persistent rumor that 
these two had stolen out of town secrete 
Iy and married. 

About this time the report got out 
that Garbo was demanding a higher 
salary. She knew that “Flesh and the 
Devil’’ was making amazing sums. She 
knew that she was now considered one 
of the company’s best drawing cards. 

There arrived a day when Garbo and 
the studio could not come to terms. It 
was then that she introduced a new 
mode of warfare to the studio officials. 
Instead of raving and arguing at the 
top of her voice, as other stars had 
done, Garbo got up and Said quietly: 
“I tink I go home.’ And home she went 
and home she stayed. 

For nearly seven months there were 
no Garbo pictures made. For %& time 
it looked as though Greta would return 
to: Sweden. 

Garbo met all threats and arguments 
with silence. It seemed that she was 
quite ready to go back home. Finally 
the @ompany weakened. The _ studio 
announced that their Swedish star would 
soon start a new picture.

She took no interest in her clothes. She 
was the despair of the wardrobe depart- 
ment. 

“It is difficult to dress Greta Garbo,’ 
said Andre Ani, studio designer. “She 
has foreign ideas about clothes that do 
not go well in American pictures. She 
wants short skirts when she should have 
long ones. She has many dislikes. 

“She will wear nothing with fur on 
it, if she can have her way. She wants 
neither lace nor velvet garments. She 
goes i. for flaunting, bizarre collars and 
cuffs. And her figure—it is difficult to 
dress.”

More than 100 shootings were attrib- 
uted to the sniper in South Jersey. But 
in all thesé cases, the intent seémed to 
he merely to frighten people. No one 
was hit. In Boston, however, where 
fifty-six attacks have been blamed on 
the sniper, numbers of people were 

wounded, some serious- 
ly. And both his Cleve- 
land victims wére badly 
injured. 

In Boston, where 
once was firéd the shot 


‘round the 
world,” the 
m ysterious 
marksman 
seattered lit- 
erally = hun- 
dreds of bul- 
lets. But his 
shots, far 
from being 
heard ‘round the 
world, could not be 
heard even from a 
distance of ten feet. 

He uses a silent 
weapon of .22 ¢ali- 
bre. He has fired 
from behind trees; 
he has fired from 
doorsteps in busy 
streets; he has fired 
from windows and 
from the roofs of 
low buildings. But 
his victims, from 
James Sullivan, 40, 
of Oneida Street in 
the South End of 
Boston, who was 
wounded by a bul- 
let in the right thigh 
while walking along 
Harrison Avenue on 
October 30, 1930, 
to William D. Cam- 
eron, Clarence Rich- 
ardson and Alfred 
Juliane, who were 
shot at only a few 
weeks ago in Great- 
er Boston—all have 
reported that they 
heard no sound ex- 
cept the whizzing of 
the bullets, and 
never so much as caught a fleeting 
glimpse of their assailant. 

Authorities have no clue as to the 
sniper’s physical appearance, no “lead” 
concerning his mental condition. Nat- 
urally they have theories in great num- 
ber. but have been forced, to date, to 
admit that any hypothesis would be 
grounded on pure guesswork.

In Boston, the phantom’s earliest 
targets were perfect bull’s-eyes. James 
Sullivan, - already mentioned, and 
Charles lIatsitoulouis, 438, were both 
painfully wounded on the first day of 
the fiend’s Hub regime. Out of Sulli- 
van’s right thigh and out of the other 
victim’s right arm, City Hospital sur- 

geons extracted .22 cali- 
bre bullets. 

. eee Just two weeks later, 
on November 13, 1930, 
Mrs. Selma Sauer, 29, a 
widow, living on Elm- 
wood Street, West Rox- 
bury, felt a sudden pain 
in her abdomen and 
fainted in the arms of her escort, 
Hugh Campbell. When shot, Mrs. 
Sauer and her escort were on the 
sidewalk almost directly opposite the 
locus of the murder of Mabel Mather- 
son, a case which attracted nation-wide 
attention several years previously. Al- 
though threatened with blood-poisoning 
for weeks after the .22-calibre bullet 
was removed from her abdomen, Mrs. 
Sauer finally recovered. Neither she 
nor Campbell heard any report when 
the shot was fired. 

On January 1, 1931, Miss Elizabeth 
Wornbelt, 50, employed as a cook at 
St. Paul’s Preparatory School in Con- 
cord, New Hampshire, was wounded by 
a .22-calibre bullet in her lower right 
leg as she alighted from a train in the 
North Station in Boston. There were 
hundreds of persons all about her, but 
the assailant was not detected. 

On February 22, 1931, Norman 
Tuttle, 25, of West’Street, Weymouth, 
was wounded in the right leg while 
walking in the Weymouth freight yard. 

At this juncture, detectives and 
criminologists noted that most of

the victims had been shot in their right 
legs or arms, and also that the last two 
attacks had taken place on holidays— 
New Year’s Day and Washington’s 
Birthday. Whether or not this observa- 
tion had any significance, they were 
able to do nothing with it. 

On March 19, Morris Lipman, 30, 
was wounded by a bullet whieh grazed 
his left ear while he was driving 
through a street in Belmont, ‘a suburb 
north of Boston. 

On April 4, ten-year-old Elsie Con- 
stano, of Sampson Road, East Brain- 
tree, was shot in the leg just as she 
stepped from the door of her home to 
go of an errand. No report was heard, 
and—the bullet was .22 calibre, 

A month and a half later, Thomas 
Cleary, 45, was shot in the right hip as 
he was walking along a crowded thor- 
oughfare near the airport in historic 
Haverhill. : 

Then throughout the past Summer, 
although silefit bullets whizzed through 
the air almost daily in the vicinity of 
Boston, ho one was wounded until a 

few weeks ago when Alfred 

Juliane, 22, was shot in the 

right foot on congested 

Hanover Street, in the 

heart of the city. Bostonians 

are hoping that the bullet 

which hit Juliane was not an 

omen of further carnage to come. For 

if it should be just that, while they are 

dealing with the “phantom sniper,” 

there is not much to be done about it. 

Unprecedented and incredible as the 

whole affair seems, it is grim reality in 

the cities where the sniper has 
operated. 

Even while the sniper refrained from 
choosing human targets and wounding 
them—during those weeks of the past 
Summer hé continued to spread terror. 
He has shot through windshields and 
through windows. He even fired at and 
hit an ambulance of the Boston City 
Hospital. He has sent his leaden slugs 
whistling through the aisles of busy 
commuting trains. 

The depredations attributed to the 
phantom sniper in Cleveland were few 


in number, but decidedly serious, A .-

and cut your annual flowers next 

year a month earlier. Seeds ot 
most of the hardy annuals may be 
sown now with excellent results, some 
of them with even better results than 
if sown in the Spring, when it is neces- 
sary to wait until the ground is dry 
enough to work before they may be 
planted. By the time the ground is dry 
efiough to work in the spring, the fall- 
planted annuals will be up and growing 
rapidly. This will mean that they will 
flower at least 30 days earlier than the 
spring-planted annuals. If we have an 
early dry summer these fall-planted an- 
nuals will be able to stand the drought 
better because of their root system, 
which was established earlier. 


The method of planting annuals in 
the fall is only copying the method fol- 
lowed by Mother Nature for all these 
many centuries. The only difference is 
that we will plant them in selected beds 
or rows, and not plant them haphaz- 
ardly. 

Now that all danger of fal] germina- 
tion is passed is the best time to plant 


these seeds. With the possible exception 
of bachelor’s buttons and annual lark- 
spurs, all of the hardy annuals should 
be planted after danger of immediate 
germination is gone and the seeds will 
lie there dormant until early spring. If 
your bachelor’s buttons and larkspurs 
have already sprouted you need not 
worry, as they will be able to stand the 
most severe cold spells. 

A good rule to follow in selecting your 
annuals for fall planting is to remember 
those annuals that you have observed 
self-sowing irmthe past. This rule will 
not always hold. Last year in our garden 
we had Rosy Morn petunias come up 


from self-sown seeds. However, this will 
probably not be repeated for a number 
of years. It does make an interesting 
experiment to try some one Or two of 
the more tender annuals and see just 
what results will be obtained. Marigolds 
and petunias are two of the less hardy 
annuals that will sometimes grow suc- 
cessfully in this manner. 

The following list of annual flowers 
may be planted at this time and will 
grow better next spring than if they 
were planted then: Sweet alyssum, Cal- 
endula, calliopsis,, candytuft, bachelor’s 
buttons, cosmos, pinks, annual baby’s 
breath, larkspurs, phlox, gaillardia, picta, 
strawflowers and poppies. 


POPPIES. 


The most important single family 
above mentioned is the poppy family. 
All of the poppies, with the exception of 
oriental, may be planted now. Oriental 
is a perennial and should have been 
planted last August from seeds. If you 
did not sow any seeds for this beauty 
last August, be sure to buy a few of the 
plants so that you may enjoy its many 
colors. The oriental poppy usually comes 
in the pink and red shades, The plants 
may be planted outside now. This poppy 
may be seen in the upper left-hand cor- 
ner of the illustration. 


The main standby among the poppies 
is the Shirley family. These may be se- 
cured in either double or single flowers, 
although the single flowers are the ones 
that have made it famous. While Shir- 
ley poppies are far from an ideal cut 
flower, if cut at just the right time or 
just as the buds open, they will last 
for a number of days and make a very 
showy vase. This beautiful poppy is 
shown in the upper right-hand corner 
of the illustration.

THE LANGUAGE OF BIDS. 


HY is bridge the most satis- 

fying of pastimes? What 1s 

the secret of its amazing 

popularity? Is it not that it 
combines, in just the right proportions, 
an element of luck with an element of 
skill? 

But the luck—mark this—should ail 
of it be in the dealing. Bidding is a 
matter of skill, not a matter of chance. 
The “kick” that one gets out of contract 
is the thrill of satisfaction one feels 
when one finds that, in terms of one or 
two simple bids, one has been able to 
tell partner all about one’s hand. Find- 
ing the right bid, through an accurate 
and precise use of “partnership lan- 
guage,” presents with each deal a fresh 
intellectual problem — an intellectual 
problem Which it is always a joy to 
solve. Here is a pretty example from 
the Anglo-American match of 1930: 

North—Dealer. 
East-West vulnerable. 


It will be instructive to follow up 
East's and West's bids and to find out 
more precisely what they mean. 

North having passed, East's first bid, 
one club, is quite obvious. He has 3 
honor tricks (the A K of clubs and the 
ace of diamonds) and a nice biddable 
suit. His bid tells his partner that his 
best suit is clubs and that he has at 
Jeast 21-2 honor-tricks. 

South passes (‘clubs are Satisfactory 
with him), and the problem comes up 
to, West. The latter, clearly enough 
must show his hearts. His hand is worth 
2 honor-tricks and the suit, if East can 
support it, has game-winning possibili- 
ties. 

With North's second pass, the ball is 
thrown back to East again. He is faced 
now with the one bid from West for 
which his hand is quite unsuitable. With 
any other trump suit, his single heart 
has ruffing possibilities and is positively 
a source of strength to the hand. He 
must try and convey this fact to West. 
He does so by his bid of two clubs. 

How will West interpret this message? 

“East,’ West will say to himself, “has 
more than his minimum honor strength. 
He has shown me this by bidding a sec- 
ond time. On the other hand, he has no 
good second suit. This I infer from the 
fact that he has not bid spades or dia- 
monds. And finally, he does not care 
about my hearts. If he did—as we clear- 
lv stand little chance of game—he 
would let my one heart bid alone.” 

All these inferences are correct. And 
how does West apply them to the situa- 
tion in hand? He shows his second suit 
~—spades. This would be a risky bid— 
West has only K J x x—if it were not 
that West knows two things. The one. 
that East has strength outside his clubs 
and that, since he denies hearts, some 
part of that strength may well be in 
eades; the other, that if East has noth- 
ing in spades, his minor suits must be 
very strong indeed, and he can safely 
revert to his clubs. 

Wests argument is sound. East is 
just sufficiently strong to leave the 
spade bid alone, and in play West gets 
home with his contract. A pretty ex- 
ample of how facts and inferences can 
be exchanged. West could also, in ac- 
tual play, make two or perhaps three 
hearts, but it would be courting dis- 
aster to go On With the suit after East 
bas denied support in it. 


TODAY'S POINTER. 
The Meaning of a Double Raise.

Answer: When one has minimum 
trump support (4 trumps or Q x x x at 
least) and from 41-2 to 5 supporting-

ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS, 
Bidding With Part-Score. 
Question: Please bid the following

Answer: Hands 1 and 2 should be 
paswed; hands No. 3 and 4 bid one spade. 
All are distinctly two weak to open 
with a part-Score two-bid, except No. 4 
which, however, imperatively requires 
further information from partner in or- 
der to avoid playing it in the wrong 
declaration. It is never advisable to 
modify the honor-trick requirements for 
an Opening bid with a part-score, as 
partner may very possibly shade his re- 
sponse in an effort to score game.

the state flower of California, is an old 
favorite that may be planted now. These 
may be secured in either double or single 
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forms and cover a range of colors from 
creamy white through the pinks into 
the reds and include a number of very 
beautiful orange shades. The most popu- 
lar one is the single yellow that has an 
orange center. These plants will grow 
nicely in any sunny location. They have 
an ultimate height of one foot and 
should be used mostly for borders or 
just behind the border. They are par- 
ticula attractive just behind a sweet 
aslyss border. 

The best fertilizer for use in the fall 
is probably a mixture of raw bone meal 
and sheep manure. After the plants are 
up in the spring, broadcast the bed with 
a high-grade commercial fertilizer, such 
as 12-4-4, Vigoro or Loma.

The best-known annual fiower seed 
of all, is the sweet pea.

WHAT TO PLANT IN NOVEMBER. 


PLANTS: Set out roses, strawberry 
plants, all kinds of shrubbery, 
irises both Japanese and Spanish- 
Dutch; and peony crowns. 

BULBS: November is the best month 
for planting bulbs. Plant snow- 
drops and crocuses for early spring 
flowering. Plant tulips, daffodils 
hyacinths, ranunculus , anemones 
and grape hyacinths out of doors. 
Plant Paper White narcissi, Soliel 
d'Or and Chinese sacred lilies in 
water. Use freesias, double and 
single early tulips, Roman hya- 
cinths and Dutch hyacinths in pots. 

SHRUBBERY: Mulch your shrubbery 
with a mixture of peat moss, sheep 
manure and bone meal. Plant all 
kinds of shrubbery this month. 

ROSES: Now is the best time for 
planting roses. Prune your old 
bushes and mulch them thoroughly. 
Put on plenty of mulch if your 
roses are budded. Most of them are. 

LILIES: Plant regal lilies, golden ray- 
lilies, tiger lillies, speciosum mag- 
nificum and lily of the valley. 

VEGETABLES: Sow lettuce, cabbage 
and onion seeds in the cold frame. 
Plant your asparagus bed now. 

FRUITS AND BERRIES: Now is the 
best time to plant all kinds of fruit 
trees and berries, grapes and nut 
trees. 


a favorite both as a garden flower and 
as a cut flower. The blossoms will keep 
in vases for several days and if the 
stems are cut off a bit each day, will 
often last for a full week or more. At a 
guess, it is probably true that more than 
half of the sweet peas planted in At- 
lanta are planted during the winter 
months. A little different care must be 
taken of sweet peas from the rest of 
the. fall-planted annuals. 

They should be given some sort of a 
trellis or fence upon which they may be 
trained and it is best that this be. done 


this fall, since there will be so many 
other things to do in the .mid-spring 
season. They are best planted in a 
double row. The usual method followed 
is to dig a trench about one foot wide 
and two feet deep. Fill this trench with 
six inches of good top soil that has had 
some well-rotted stable manure or bone 
meal mixed with it. Sow two rows of 
seeds, about six inches apart, on top 
of this soil, one row on each side of 
the trench. Cover the seeds with two 
inches of finely pulverized top soil. It 
the seeds germinate and start growing, 
as they no doubt will, the tiny plants 
should be covered as fast as they ap- 
pear. Always keep from one to two 
inches Of soil above the tops of the 
plants. This filling in process will be 
finished about the first of March and 
by that time the peas will be able to 
stand any weather that may be at hand. 
By following this method of cultiva- 
tion, the peas have roots that are more 
than two feet long and they can then 
get a fine supply of moisture and food. 
Remember: Provide trellis or support 
promptly. Water freely. Fertilize sev- 
eral times during the spring. Mulch the 
row to hold all the moisture possible. 
Keep the flowers cut at all times. 
There is little choice in the selection 
of varieties, as the Spencer or Butter- 
fly type has practically superseded the 


old Grandiflora type. The Spencer type 
has very large fluted or waved petals 
which accentuate their size on unusually 
long stems. It is best to’get your seeds 
in separate colors and mix them your- 
self to make sure you get all of the 
colors that you prefer. 

The new Early Flowering variety is 
gathering a great many friends. They 
flower about one or two weeks earlier 
than the Spencer type. Although they 
will flower in about equal profusion, and 
the colors are just as beautiful as the 
Spencer type, the stems are not quite 
as long and the blossoms not quite as 
large. 


NOVEMBER VEGETABLE GARDEN. 

Now is the iime to work on those 
peach treeg that you Nave been enjoy- 
ing for the past years and also the time 
to plant more of them. Although it is a 
little late for best results, it is not too 
late to check the work of the peach 
tree borer. This is one of the worst of 
the pests that attack peaches. The only 
method now uséd to control this pest 
is to treat them with Para-Dichlor- 
Benzene. For three-year-old trees this

One thing it brings the chrys- 

anthemums—queen of all at- 
tumn flowers; though the dahlia en- 
thusiasts will loudly disagree. Had very 
good luck this fall with mums, but the 
dahlias were not so good. There was, 
however, one calamity. One of the larg- 
est bushes of yellow button chrysanthe- 
mums wilted almost over night. On be- 
ing unrooted it was found to be infest- 
ed with white lice—in fact it was literal- 
ly working alive’ with the critters. The 
entire stalk seemed to be hollowed out, 
and they had chewed off many of the 
fine rootlets. Well, a hole was dug in 
another part of the garden, and the re- 
maining roots given a thorough dosing 
with a solution of “Black Leaf Forty,’ 
that being the only thing left on the 
shelf of bug remedies, and it probably 
won't do a mite of good. Then the bush 
was carefully planted and soaked down 
well in the new location. Last season I 
remember that a liberal sprinkling of 
tobacco dust on its roots saved an an- 
nual aster plant, similarly afflicted. 


Forcing Bulbs for Winter Bloom Indoors. 

All spring and summer long the fore- 
Sighted gardener has enjoyed out of 
doors, thanks to careful planting, a suc- 
cession of bloom. In ‘spite of the very 
dry summer, there are still a few spots 
of color—a splash of pink verbena, lav- 


O CTOBER is of all the year this 


should be used at the rate of one ounce 
to each tree. It is the right time now to 
spray your trees with dry lime sulphur 
for the control of San Jose scale. If you 
will take care of these two pests, you 
will probably increase your yield quite 
a bit. 

In planting new trees do not confine 
yourself to a limited number of varieties, 
but plant six or eight different Ones. 


This will give you a much longer bear- 
ing season and also a fine range of 
taste. It will be necessary for you to 
plant one or two different kinds of the 
clingstone varieties in order that there 
may be some peach pickles laid away 
for winter. Chinese Cling is one of the 
best of the clings. Elberta is the king of 
all the freestones. It is considered the 
standard in this section and most va- 
rieties are judged by the Elberta. May- 
flower, J. H. Hale, Belle of Géorgia. 
Hiley and Carman are a few of the 
better known sorts. 

Peaches should be planted on high, 
well-drained land, a northern cxposure 
being generally preferred. Tnis seems a 
bit strange until it is remembered that 
the greatest loss comes to the trees that 


have started growing too s50n in the 
spring. The trees should be planted 
about 18 to 25 feet apart. They can 
stand quite some work around their 
feet, and it will not hurt to use all the 
ground around them for a garden. It 
this igs done be sure to use a good win- 
ter cover crop, such as vetch, Austrian 
winter peas or Canada field peas. This 
must be done to restore to the ground 
that food used during the summer for 
the trees and the garden. Plant the new 
trees a little deeper than they were 
planted in the nursery. Cut them back 
severely as soon as they are planted. 


ender of ageratum, rainbow shades of 
late-plantéd zinnias, and the Halloween 
colored marigolds. Dahlias and chrysan- 
themums finish off the season, and on 
their héels come the killing frosts—and 
what will the gardener do then, poor 
thing? Get some pebbles and bowls and 
hyacinth glasses and what. not, and build 
a little garden indoors—that’s what. 
The range of available bulbs that lend 
themselves réadily to forcing is so large 


that with only a little care and expense, 
the first ones may be blossoming by the 
time the last of the fall perennials s-= 
through, and a succession of bloom may 
be maintained indoors until the first shy 
snowdrops and crocus push aside their 
winter coverlets and formally usher in 
the out-of-door season again. 

The most popular and easiést of all 
bulbs to force indoors is the Paper White 
narcissus. In former years these bulbs 
were imported from ance; those we 
buy nowadays are grown largely in Cali- 
fornia, Texas and Florida, and it is a 
proven fact that the home-grown prod- 
uct cannot be forced with any assur- 
ance Of success until after December 
1, and four to six weeks will be re- 
quired to bring the bulbs to blossom. 

It will add somewhat to the chances 
for successful blooming of the Paper 
Whites to place the container with bulbs 
when first planted in as cool and as 
dark a clgset or basement as possible 
for at least a week or ten days. When 
the stems have grown about an inch in 
height, the bow! should be brought from 
the dark room to a sunny window, 
where it should remain until the flowers 
are out. 

A bowl four inches deep and eight 
inches in. diameter seems to be most 
satisfactory. This will accommodate four 
or five bulbs. Fill the bowl about half 
full with clean gravel or smal] pebbles. 
Set the bulbs, root end down, on this 
bed of gravel. Add more gravel to hold 
the bulbs firmly upright. Fill the bowl 
with Water up to about the center of 
each bulb. 


The height of the water in the bowl 
must be kept at the same level as ex- 
posure of a growing rootlet to the air 
will blast the flower. Therefore, remem- 


ber to add a little water every day to- 


keep the moisture supply constant. The 
water need not be changed. The grow- 
ing narcissus thrives best in a rather 
moist atmosphere and a temperature of 
about 65 degrees. Therefore, it is help- 
ful to set: growing plants Over pans of 
Shallow water in the warmest available 
location. 


Some good gardeners at times seem 
to have very little luck with the Paper 
White narcissus. Many times the foliage 


grows to perfection and the buds set 
nicely, Only to become yellow and blast 
without blossoming out. What a disap- 
pointment that is! This ig because of 
one of three reasons—maybe the plant 
has become too cold some night, or the 
room has been too hot and dry during 
growing time, or—what is most Iikely~ 
the water in the bowl has been allows 
ed to evaporate below the origina] leve® 
and so has exposed some of the roote 
lets, which should be kept immersed at 
all times. 

The next most important and quite 
easily forced bulbs are the Roman hye 
acinths. These bulbs are usually availe 
able by early September, and thus may 
be had in flowef all through the winter 
months. They should be planted im earth 
or bulb fibre, preferably six or seven 
in a five or six-inch pot, and the pots 
stored away in a cold, dark place. They 
should be kept well watered and brought 
to the light early in December, These 
should be in bloom for the Christmas 
season, Other pots can be brought out 
at intervals of two weeks.

ERONIMO and his murderous band of red Apaches 


were out raiding. 


Far and wide,

they had scattered 
They were after 


horses, but a few scalps would be acceptable as well. 
Young Fred Burnham knew that there were Indians all 


about him, 


but reds or no reds he had to snatch a few hours 


of sleep—even a hard-muscled, fatigue-defying young scout 


can stay awake only so long. 


Several days before, Burnham had left Tombstone, ‘Ariz.. 
crossed the border near Douglas and rode away into Sonora, 


far down below Fronterras. 
his friend McLeod. Certainly, 


He was Carrying a message for 
he knew that McLeod was a 


smuggler, but the young rider considered that none of his busi- 


ness; he earned his living by carrying 
despatches where few other men dared 
go. There was a message to take into 
Sonora, so he took it. 

That was a curious message that 
Purnham had to deliver; really it has 
little to do with this story, but its 
mighty interesting. McLeod had hand- 
ed the voung frontiersman a _ sealed 
match box. The young man was to take 
it to the top of a certain hill in. Old 
Mexico and bury it. As soon as darkness 
fell, he was to kindle a small grease- 
wood fire right on top of the place 
where the box was buried and retire a 
certain distance. 

If an answering blaze was kindled on 
any of the surrounding mesas, the mes- 
senger’s job was done; he could ride 
off about his business. If his signal fire 
went unanswered, he was to wait until 
the next night and light his fire again 
and repeat the job for five successive 
nights if he didn’t get an answer sooner. 
A nice job that, for a young fellow, in 
a country he knew was overrun by 
marauding Apaches. 

Warning of Terror. 

Dangerous as it was, Burnham got 
away with the job. On the third night 
his signal fire was answered and he was 
free to hit the trail back to Tombstone. 
All that night he rode. Just before day- 
light, he filled his canteen and watered 
his horse at a deserted ranch. Then he 
decided to get a little sleep; he hadnt 
had much the last several nights, what 
with watching for signal fires and for 
Indians. 

He hid his horse in a thicket where 
there was some gramma grass for fodder 
and cached his saddle 4nd boots near- 
by. Then he slipped on his moccasins 
and taking care not to leave a trail, 
climbed to the top of a brush-covered 
ridge and settled down behind some 
bushes at the base of a great rock. From 
there he could survey the whole valley 
through his field glasses, whenever he 
happened to awake. 

A couple of hours later, he cocked 
his eyes open and took a look around; 
everything was all right so he went 
back to sleep. A little later his eyes 
flew open again. It was no leisurely 
awakening this time; he knew that 
something had roused him from sleep. 
but what he didn’t Know. A vague un- 
easiness told him he'd better be care- 
ful. 

There he lay, scarcely daring to 
breathe, concentrating every one of his 
faculties upon making sure whether the 
danger Was real or fancied.

Then he heard it; just a slight scrap- 
ing on the rock above followed by the 
sound of a canvas canteen bumping 
against the ledge. None but a reserva- 
tion Indian would have a canteen like 
that, and Geronimo’s Apaches had fled 
the reservation. Gradually an idea of 
just what was happening dawned on 
the young despatch bearer. 

Race for Life. 

An Indian scout had taken a com- 
manding position just around the corner 
of that big rock. The shifting sun had 
swung around until the redskin was in 
its blazing rays, so he had moved into 
the shade. His next move would bring 
him face to face with Burnham. Of 
course, the white man, knowing just 
what Was happening, could shoot the 
Indian then, but he knew that a shot 
would probably bring a whole band ot 
murdering reds down upon him. 

He's better get going while the going 
was good. No use trying to get to his 
~w rse; that would expose him to the full 
view of the Indians. Besides, Apaches 
could outrun a horse in that rough 
country. Better far to trust to his fleet- 
ness afoot. As noiselessly as a snake, the 
young white slipped to the side of the 
ledge opposite the red watcher and took 
to his heels. The next instant war 
whoops resounded all about him: he 
had run smash into the center of one 
of Geronimo’s war parties. 
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That was a long time ago, of course; 
is was way back in the ’70s and a lot 
of years have run by since then, but 
they haven't raced as fast as did young 
Fred Burnham that day. As a natural 
consequence of the arrival of the year 
1931, Burnham is considerably older 
than he was then. 

This reporter met him the other day 
up at John Hays Hammond's Lookout 
Hill estate near Gloucester. Since that 
day when he came near to losing his 
scalp, Burnham has been about the 
world a bit. He's Major Frederick R. 
Burnham, D. S. O. The letters after his 
name mean that he is rated among the 
bravest of those who Nave served the 
British Empire; King Edward, himself, 
pinned the decoration on this Ameri- 
can’s tunic. 

John Hays Hammond calls Major 
Burnham the most adventurous man in 
the world. Speaking of him, Rider Hag- 
gard has said, ‘In real life he is more 
interesting than any of my heroes of 
romance. Theodore Roosevelt, who didn't 
live such a tame life himself, sat for 
hours when president, speechless, listen- 
ing to Burnham's tales of scouting 
against the Indians in our own west, 
and against the black hordes of South 
Africa, when that continent was won for 
civilization. 

Beat the Reaper. 

In hundreds of out-of-the-way cor- 
ners of the world Major Burnham has 
been face to face with death, but has 
beat him at every sort of dangerous 
game. He had had narrow squeaks by 
the hundred; he carries plenty of lead 
in his body, and keen knives have bitten 
into his flesh. 

Burnham was Cecil Rhodes’ right- 
hand man all through the perilous years 
when he wrested an emaire from the 
murderous natives of the Dark Conti- 
nent. He Was Baden-Powell'’s chief of 
scouts against the Boers: those Dutch- 
men were first-class fighting men, Burn- 
ham maintains, and nearly finished him 


Off several times. 


He has fought fierce animals and 
fiercer men in the Australian hinter- 
land. He was in the van of the great 
rush to the Klondike in ‘98, in spite of 
the fact that he started from South 
Africa, while most of those who answer- 
ed the call of gold were thousands of 
miles closer to Alaska. 


There his marvellous speed and en- 
durance made him the victor and won 
him a sizable fortune. Burnham was & 
great horseman, but on his two feet he 
was a living wonder. He has walked

from Capetown to Cairo and from St 
Isabel to Mombasa. He has run 70 miles 
in 24 hours, carrying despatches during 
the Indian wars in our own west, in 
spite of the fact that he spent several 
hours of the time dodging the redskins. 


Those who fought the Apaches main- 


' tain that those Indians were the fastest 


human beings who ever depended upon 
their feet to carry them over wide 
stretches. Way back in e late ‘70s, 
during one of the short pemods of peace 
between the whites and Geronimo, the 
citizens of Globe, Ariz./ organized a 
long-distance race for all} who cared to 
enter. 

The distance was 36 miles over track- 
less mountains and valleys. When sev- 
eral of the fleetest Apaches entered the 
race, all the white men lost interest ex- 
cept Burnham. He stayed in the race, 
and beat the fastest Indian over the 
course by more than an hour. 

Could Outrun Horse. 


The Apaches could run a horse off its 
feet in that rough country; so could 
Burnham. There was one day when the 
commander of a troop of cavalry camp- 
ed on Pinal mountain wanted to get 
word as quickly as possible to another 
troop on the San Pedro river, 22 miles 
away. Burnham, on foot, and a cavalry- 
man, mounted, started together. The 
scout had delivered his message hours 
before the mounted man struggled into 
camp with his jaded horse. 

“A man who knows how to run has 
it all over a horse in rough country,’ 
the major told this reporter. “Of course, 
a fresh horse can catch a tired runner 
going up hill, but on the down grades 
a@ good runner can cover ground twice 
as fast as a horse. You run on the 
balls of your feet, letting the weight 
of your body carry you forward in long 
strides. You have to take a sort of 
weaving course, so as not to get going 
faster than you can operate your feet.” 

Many a long race against death Burn- 
ham has run, but never, he says, did he 
cover ground the way he did that day, 
years ago, when he found that he had 
rum smack into the band of Apaches. 
The little canyon seemed alive with the 
redskins; each had his rifle lying at his 
side. The first to see that the uncere- 
monious intruder was a white man, was 
a big Indian coming up the canyon, 
rifle in hand. 

He started to raise the gun, but Burn- 
ham beat him to it. The scout was 
carrying a sawed-off repeater. Firing 
from the hip, and still on the dead run, 


the bullet sent the red- 

skin into the _ dust. 

Straight ahead dashed 

the young white, his 

rifle spitting fire and lead, until it was 
empty. Then he tossed it aside, and his 
canteen, cartridge belt and hat followed. 
Young Fred Burnham was setting out 
to do some real running, and he didn't 
want to carry weight. 

A Blood-Curdling Yell. 

Through the brush and over boulders 
tore Burnham; ‘it seemed to him that 
the entire Apache nation was after him. 
Coming to a high ledge he leaped over 
the lip, with small thought of how deep 
the drop might be. Luckily a bunch of 
mesquite broke his fall, and he was up 
and away in an instant. Now, the 
Apaches ceased their shooting ahd set- 
tled down to the race. 

The silence lent fear to the fleeing 
man; he visioned the Indians spread- 
ing out behind him, with a view of 
closing in upon his trail. Small fear of 
that that day, for the scout was running 
as only a scared man can run; running 
without thought or sense of direction. 
Soon, however, his wits took hole of the 
job, and he slowed down so that he 
wouldn't run himself to death. 

It was early in the morning when 
Burnham started his run for life. Mid- 
afternoon found him still ploughing 
ahead at top speed. He could hear noth- 
ing of the redskins, but he knew they 
were Close behind. Suddenly, his heart 
nearly stood still. Before him he saw & 
wide front of the dreaded cholla cactus. 
A man can make his way through some 
varieties of cactus, but not through 
cholla. ‘ | 

Just as the runner was about to quar- 
ter away; a game trail into the heart 
of the cholla opened before him. Into 
it he plunged, and knew that the race 
would be easier from then on. Now the 
Indians would have to follow on his 
trail; there was no chance of flanking 
his path. He slowed to a dog trot to 
gain strength, but soon he heard the 
shrill Apache yell behind him. 

A blood-curdling yell that; for years 
it sent fear to the hearts of the white 
man. Again Burnham's legs took com- 
mand, and no Apache could catch him. 
Just as darkness settled over the land 
he merged from the cholla into a sandy 
arroyo, and doubled on his trail for a 
couple of hundred yards. 

Never Ran Faster.

love through everything; not Bran- 
don.
